The health care portal must1.7

be developed in phases with the capacity to integrate food support, cash assistance, and1.8

child care programs as funds are available. The request for proposals must require that the1.9

(1) streamline eligibility determination and case processing in the state to support1.11

statewide eligibility processing;1.12

(2) enable interested persons to determine eligibility for each program, and to apply1.13
